 It was moved by Webb seconded by Wanders to approve as presented contract 
with Mahaska Co Historical Society/Nelson Pioneer Farm for proper use of public funds 
as allotted from the county to the Mahaska Co Historical Society for FY22.  Supervisor 
Webb does not sit on their board.  All present voted aye.  Motion carried. 
 
  I was moved by Webb seconded by Wanders to authorize signature on Medical 
Claims Administrative Services Agreement and Health & Care Engagement Program 
Agreement with HealthPartners/Unity Point Health, Inc. as pertains to employee health 
plan.  Acceptance of the Medical Summary Plan Book and COVID amendment was 
tabled as there were a few updates to be made.  All present voted aye.  Motion carried. 
 
 Action was tabled concerning a recommendation from the Employee Insurance 
Committee on retiree dental insurance continuation. Will check with Holmes Murphy as 
to effective date to make any change.
